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18 This bill prohibits that a registered voter, who is
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attesting by written oath to the identity and residency of a
person wishing to register to vote and vote after the
registration deadline, from signing more than one oath in an
election. The bill also provides that the attestor must have
registered to vote before the registration deadline (10 days
before the general and primary elections and 11 days before
all other elections). Current law provides that it is a class
"D" felony for an attestor to make a false statement in an
oath. A class "D" felony is punishable by confinement for no
more than Ffive years and a fine of at least $750 but nor more
than $7,500.
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
